IdOBt Roosevelt was Rpeedlng acroaa 
tho state of IlllnolB Friday night en 
route to Et. Louts, where for two days 
he and his partr will be the guests of 
ttM oflctftla ot Uio Loulaluur Pvrobuo 

•iPQ«ltl(». 

The president's trip thus far has 
been productive of no notable inci- 
dents. The feature of the journey 
from Washington to Indianapolis was 
the enthusiasm with which the presi- 
dent everywhere was reeelTed. Since 
daylight Friday every station through 
which the special train has passed 
was thronKt'il with pcoiile anxious 
even to catch a glimpse of the presi- 
dent. 

Demenekratien at Plttaburg. 
The moat notable demonstration of 
the day was given the president at 
Pittsburg. The station where the train 
stopped for a few minutes was throng- 
ed, but only a fractional part of the 
crowd was permitted on the platform 
near the train. To them the president 
expressed his pleasure at the oppor- 
tunity affdidcd him to see them and 
added: "You may depend upon it, I 
will do all that in me lies to show you 
that you ma4o no mistake on Novem- 
ber 8." 

A live 'coon was presented to the 
president at Denison, O., where the 
train stopped for a few minutes. Aft- 
er the president had greeted the peo- 
ple, addreaaifig them practically as he 
had spoken at PHtaburg, and as the 
train was pulling out of the station, a 
man swung the 'coon over the railing 
of the car platform and shouted: 

"Take him; he will bring you good 
lu^fc." When the president laughed 
and ahook hta head, depraoatingly. the 
BMUi again shouted: "Too must take 
him. I'm ar lifelong democrat, and I 
wish you good luck." 

Attached to the chain around the lit- 
tle animal's neck was a card bearing 
this Inscription: "Compliments of 
Tnacarawaa County. Ohio. Plurality 
for Roosevelt, 2,224; for Bryan in 1900, 
613. Presented by O. J. Strope, Deni- 
Hon, Ohio." The 'coon will be taken 
to Washington and placed in the Na 
tlonal Zoological park. 

At Columbus, O. 
■ When the train ijiilleii into tht^ sta 
tlon at Columbus, the pre.sidi nt s car 
was. Burrounded immediately by a 
great crowd. Tlie preaident was 
cheered heartily as he stepped out on 
the platform. He spoke briefly as fol- 
lows: 

"I want to say what a pleasure it is 
io me to be traveling through your 
great state and now to be at ita capi- 
tal I have enjoyed my trip through 
the state and perhaps you will pardon 
my saying it, I enjoyed even more 
what you did on November I." (Apt 
plause and laughter). 

Hon. Myron T. Herrick, governor of 
Ohio, and A. H. Jeffriea, mayor of Co- 
lombai, entered the car and formally 
extended to the president the greet- 
ings of the people of the state and of 
the capital city. A lady in the < n)wd 
handed to a member of the party a 
boaotlful bunch of American Beauty 
roaea for Mra. Rooaevelt. 

The president briefly addreaaed an 
enthusiastic crowd in the ftatlon at 
Richmond, Ind. 

Notwithstanding that midnight was 
the publiahed time of arrival of the 
apechil train bearing Preaident Rooae- 
velt and party to the St. Louis expo- 
sition, a large number of people as- 
sembled at tlie Union station in this 
city and gave the chief ext'culive an 
enthusiastic greeting as the train drew 
into the atatlott at precisely 8 o'clock. 

Aa the train arrived treaoMidoua ap- 
plauae greeted Preaident Rooaevelt, 
who atood upon the observation plat- 
form bowing to the people who scramr 
bled eagerly for space close to the rear 
of the train. 

When the applause had aubaided the 
president expreaaed hla pleaaore at be- 
ing able to once more viait Indianapo- 
lis, saying, among other things: "I 
have always thought a great deal of 
Indiana, and I now have reason to 
think more of her than over. I thank 
you all tor coming out here to see me, 
and I aasure you that I appreciate It."

Washington, Nov. ,St. — The District 
commissioners have approved the' gen- 
eral plan proposed for the establish- 
ment of the American Railroad Appli- 
ance exhibition in connection with the 
International Railroad Ccmgress, which 
meeta In Washington next May. The 
scheme is an extensive one and will 
require a joint resolution t)y congress 
and tho approval of the war depart- 
ment and the District of Columbia. 

It Is proposed to hold in connection 
with the rallread oongress an exhibi- 
tion of American railroad appliances, 
in the Interest of the extension of Am- 
erican trade to foreign markets. The

Leglalatlon Forbidding 'it Urged' By 
James F. Rowley, of Chieage. 

Chicago, Nov. 26.— State legislation 
forbidding the playing of football in 
Illinois, Indiana. Michigan and Wis- 
consin Is being urged by James F. 
Rowley, of this city, whose son, Jas. 
F. Rowley, Jr., died from injuries re- 
ceived in a game on November 5. 

Parents of sons who have been kill- 
ed in the season Justjclosed have been 
asked to cooperate with him. Through 
the enactment of a similar law In the 
four states at the same time, Mr. Row- 
ley hopes to secure the aid of all edu- 
cational institutions, neither state prof- 
iting from the abolition otthe sport in 
neighboring institutions. 

Safe-Blower Duncan Hanged. 
Birmingham, Ala., Nov. 26.— Frank 
Duncan, the noted safe-blower, and 
murderer Of Policeman O. W. KIrkley, 

was hanged In the jail yard here Fri 
day at 11:30 o'clock. He marched to 
the scaffold with firm step, and made 
a lengthy statement bitterly denying 
that he was guilty of the murder. 

Noted Bicycle Rider Dead. 

New York, Nov. 26.— "Jimmy" Mi- 
chael, the noted Welsh mlddle-dlstanco 
bicycle rider, died suddenly last Mon- 
day morning on board the French lin- 
er La Savole, from congestion of the 
brain. MIdhael was coming to the 
United St ates to race again .

ZEMSTVO MEMORIAL PRESENTED. 



Was Deeply Impressed by the Con- 
tents of the Ooennienti and Char- 
acter of th« SUmeri. 



The Cur Immediately expressed a De- 
alre to Fereenally Receive a Dep- 
utation of Four of the Zemst- 
voists — Audience Held. 

St. Petersburg, Not. 26.— Hie unex- 
pected may happen after all. The 

meeting of the Zemstvoists, "First 
Russian Congress," as it is now called, 
may indeed work the Inauguration of a 
new era for Russia. Bmperor Nicho- 
las, the initiator of the plan for uni- 
versal disarmament, may turn back 
upon the reactionaries and crown his 
reign by granting to his subjects the 
c onstitution which his grandfather had 
already prepared when he fell by the 
hand of an assassin. 

The basis of such a possibility is the 
significant fact that late Friday after- 
noon the emperor received In the pal- 
ace at Tsarskoe-Selo, M. Shipoff, of 
.Moscow; M. Petrunkeivitch, of Tever; 
M. Rodzianko, of Ekaterinoslav, and 
Count Heiden, four prominent mem- 
bers of the Zemstvo congress, and list- 
ened at length to their views. It de- 
velops that when Minister of Interior 
Sviatopoik-Mirsky presented the Zem- 
stvo memorial and resolutions on No- 
vember 24 the emperor was so deeply 
impressed at well by the contents of 
the documents as by the character of 
the signers and that he Immediately 
expressed a desire to personally re 
celve a deputation of four. 

Explained Their Poaitlon. 

The Zemstvoists therefore went to 
TsarksUo Selos by imperial command. 
At their audience, It is understood they 
explained fully their position and reit- 
erated the views expressed by the me- 
morial that the salvation of the em- 
pire from ruin by revolution lay in the 
adoption of the general Ideas express- 
e-d in the memorial. The emperor was 
greatly impressed by what he heard 
and. asked many questions. While it 
it understood that he gave no Indica- 
tion of his' purposes except the sym- 
pathy he displayed, the deputatjpn, 
when they returned to St. Petersburg, 
were in high spirits. 

The news that the delegation had 
been given an audience by the empe- 
ror spread like wildfire through the 
city Friday night and created a tre- 
mendous sensation, rejoicing among 
1ib<>ra!s and amazement among the un- 

eoniiiromising supporters of the old 

regime. 

Earlier in the day the report was 
current an immediate effect of the 
ZemFtvo meeting would likely be the 
realization of the plan for pivliig two 
elected Zemstvo representatives seats 
in the council of the empire. 

Victory 8ure to Come in the End. 

One of the prominent liberals who 
participated in the congress declined 
to share in the jubilation of some of 
his colleagues, and expressed the opin- 
ion that victory was yet a Iouk way 
off, although he said he believed it 
was sure to come ' in the end. He 
pointed out that the declaration In the 
memorial in favor of the abrogation of 
special privileges and for the equality 
of all classes before the law whfu if 
became known throughout Russia was 
bound to appeal strongly to the peas- 
antry. "All the members of the con- 
gress," said he, "are large landed pro- 
prietors. A leveling process .whlob 
would put the Mujlk on an equality 
with them must be pnjudiciai to their 
personal interests. In no other coun- 
try In tho world except Russia would 
find men anxious to make sacrifices 
for an altrustio Ideah"

The Principal and a Teacher at Qlae- 
gew Were Indicted. 

Otesgow, Ky., Nov. 26.— Indictments 
were returned by the grand Jury 
against B. B. Terry, principal of the 

local schools, and Miss Edna Smith, 
one of the teachers. Each Is charged 
with cruelty and unmerclcfully whlp- 
piiVK Thomas Richardson, son of J. M. 
Richardson, democratic candidate for 
congress and state prison commission- 
er. Mr. Richardson Is now contesting 
for the seat In congress. 

The boy is about 16 years of age, 
and it is charged that Miss Smith lit- 
erally cut his fiesh to pieces with a 
whip because he refused to divulge 
the name of a comrade who had car- 
ried a pistol to a picnic given by the 
teacher. .Miss Sniitli claimed tliat she 
acted under instructions given by Prin- 
cipal Terry. It is said that Terry him- 
self also whipped the boy after Miss 
Smith had done, despite the alleged 
fact that the lad had been so badly 
whipped by her that he was barely 
able to walk. 

Miss Smith waa dismissed by the 
tmstees tho day after the alleged 
whipping occurred. Public sentiment 
toward Terry had been bitter, bnt he 
was permitted to hold the prtnelpal- 
ship. 

RECEIVER APPOINTED.

George C. Webb Will Attend to the Af- 
faire of Blue Qtasa Trietloii Co. 

r>exington, Ky., Nov. 26.— George C. 
Webb, of this city, has been appointed 
receiver for the Blue Grass Consoli- 
dated Traction Co., of which Senator 
a. B. Davis, of Detroit, is president. 
The company was organised several 
years ago with a capital of seven mil- 
lion dollars. It proposed to b\iiid elec- 
tric liiie.i from LexiuKtcin to nine neigh- 
boring cities.' Grading was undertak- 
en on several of the lines and an In- 
debtedness of nearly ten thousand dol- 
lars incurred. The company failed to 
get the expected backing and work 
was suspended. A number of suits 
were brought and have lieen pending 
for over a year. The franchises held 
are valued at $6,000 and H la under- 
stood that the other local traction 
company, the Blue Grass, of which Y. 
Alexander is president and which is 
operating lines to Paris and George- 
town will take over these franchises 
and probably early build the line to 
Veraailles. '

Washington, Nov. 26.— Lieut. Oen. 
ChaSeot ohlaf of sUff of tho United 
States army. In his annual report says 
in his opinion little new general legis- 
lation is needed at this time. He says 
.sutticient time has not elapsed since 
the reorganization of the army to de- 
termine wisely what legislation Is nec- 
essary. He suggests the enactment of 
state laws disfranchising d esort on i 
from the army, adding: 

if all states and territorie.s should 
by law withhold from deserters exer- 
cise of the right to vote at national, 
state and municipal elections, unlosa 
the act of dosertkm be atoned fliMr by 
lawful discharge, subsequently earned 
by service, it seems pnjbable that the 
most healthful remedy i)racticable 
would be applied to the evil and that 
the result would be surprisingly 
great." 

No Special Reaeen Per Desertion. 

The general says that in(|uiry of 
men in guard houses on his tour of in- 
spection elicited no special reason for 
desertion, the general reply being that 
army Hfo was not what had been an* 
tiripated. Oen. Chaffee believed the 
adoption of his suggestion would re*' 
Iie\e military prisons Of two-thlfdS OC 
their occupants. 

The report urges the re-establish- 
ment of recruiting depots at Fort Slo- 
cum, Columbus barracks and Jefferson 
barracks.
